Next morning they pursued their 
journey and at i o'clock p. m. were at 
Bee Springs, they left their buggy 
because the country was rough and 
Inaccessable, saddled and mounted 
their horses and before nightfall had 
their man located. The first Inlor- 
mation that pointed to the location of 
Butrum was procured from Jake Rus- 
sel and boy who told them all about 
the place ol his residence. At night- 
fall SheriH Keown and Collins re- 
turned to Bee Springs and secured 
lodging for the night. A deputy sher- ] 
iff and constable agreed to accompany 
them the next morning and at an 
early hour, ju’.t as the family had be- 1 
gan to stir for the day, the sheriff 
and party surrounded the house of 
John Butrum. a cousin of the man 
wanted. The sheriff cautiou.sly en- 
tered the house from the rear, met 
,ind arrested a man as he was about to 
enter the kitchen to start a fire, who, 
in the dim light was thoueht to be 
the man w.inted but after cloM-r ex- 
amination proved to bi a brother to 
him. The house was seaiched and 
the man wanted was found in bed 
with a revolver and a large knife un- 
der his pillow, Collins guarded the 
door to the room with a shotgun and 
Sheriff Keown entered, arrested and 
handcuffed Butrum before he .iwoke 
enough to use his weapons. Butrum 
swore vengeance against the sheriff 
and party and submitted to their au- 
thority with much reluctance. Dur 
Ing the sixty mile journey, p.art on 
horse hack, part in buggy and part 
on the cars, fiom the place of his 
capture to Hartford Butrum contin- 
ually sought an opportunity to escape 
and a number of times tried to bribe 
the sheriff to give him his libirty. 
He was however landed safely in the 
county bastlle at a late hour Monday 
evening. 

Yerkesis Pleased With Primaries 
in State.

General Satisfaction is Given 
! by the Jury’s Ver- 
I diet. 

Owensboro, Ky., April 26 — Martin 
Conner was convicted in Circuit Court 
I of the murder ol Ben Cutler and the 
' verdict of the jury was that he should 
spend ten years in the State peniten- 
tiary. The verdict was a great 
aurpris* to the convicted man and 
I his attorneys as they were confidently 
I expecting an ac<iultal. 

The attorneys for the prosecution 
ate much pleased with the verdict, 
but they wish it had been more se- 
vere. As a whole the verdict give.s 
' general satisfaction and the action of 
; the jury was highly commended by 
. many good citizens who were in the 
court room when the verdict was 
read. 

Prosecuting Attorney Ringo and 
j County Attorney Clements spoke fpr 
the prosecution. Both made fine 
a)>eechea which were listened to by 
a crowd which almost packed the 
court room. 

The crime for which Conner was 
convicted was committed on Christ- 
mas day, 1932. Cutler and his broth- 
I er were engaged in a difficulty with 
I William Parsons at Marquis' saloon 
on Hast Foruth street Conner was an 
I onlooker at the fight.but did not take 
i a hand in it. After the combatants 
j had been separated Ben Cutler walk- 
ed to the bar. Conner was standing 
I there pistol in hand. Taking dellb 
' erate aim he fired one shot and Cut 
ler fell to the floor with a bulletin bis 
heart. 

Conner was immediately taken In- 
• to custody and taken before Judge 
I H.sskins for examining trial. At the 
! trial Conner pleaded self defense 
which was established to the salisf.ic 
lion of the court and he w.n permit- 
ted to go free. He was indicted for 
j wilful murder by tbe next grand jury, 
however, and was again taken into 
1 custoiiy. 

GENERAL INTELLIGENCE. 

Payment bj’ the United States for

But Danger of Strike in Coal 
Fields Dwindles. 

PEACABLE ADJUSTMENT SURE 

I 

Central City, Ky., April 25 — Rep- 
resentative of coal miners and opera- 
tors met here to-day in a conference 
to arrive at a satisfactory settlement 
of the difference between employer 
and employe that threaten the peace 
of the Western Kentucky coal fields 
After an afternoon and evening ses- 
sion adjournment was taken until to- 
morrow morning, tbe contending in- 
terests apparently being as far from 
an adjustment of their diflfreuce as 
ever. 

The afternoon session of the con- 
ference was called to order at 2 o’clock 
and after a short discussion W. R. 
Cole, representing the operators, pre- 
sented a proposition expressing the 
views ol the employers, and embody- 
ing three .sections, from the rulings 
of the Indianapolis scale. The stum- 
bling block was the wage scale, the 
operators demanding a reduction of 
four and one-half per cent., in cost of 
labor for the scale received by the 
miners in this district last year. This 
section of tbe operators' proposition 
the miners resisted and refused to en- 
tertain. Falling to agree adjonrn- 
ment was taken until 8 o'clolk to- 
night. 

At the night session, called at 8 
o'clock, tbe representatives of the 
miners presented a counter proposi- 
tion asking for the wage scale adopt- 1 
ed at the Indianapolis convention, j 
No concession from this scale was 
apparently possible. This counter- 
proposition was refused consideration 
by the operators, and another deadlock 
ensued. After considerable discus- 
sion, both sides standing firm and , 
refusing to recede from their position ' 
,»n adjournment was taken at 9:30 
o'clock tonight to meet at 12 o’clock^ 
tomorrow morning. 

After the adjournment the reprtsin- 
tatlves of the miners were requested ^ 
to remain in the hall. This was done 
.ind they went into executive se ision 
lor the purpose of further considering i 
lire proposition ol the operators and 
te decide what position wonld b; as- 1 
sumed in the morning. 1 

The next day the miners’ officials re- j 
ported that they were not in a position 
to accept either proposltlou submitted > 
at Monday’s meeting and on motion 
of J. U. Wood theconvention adjourn- ! 
ed, to give the miners' officials an op- ; 
portunity to take the vote of the men 
as to whether or not any of the prop- 
ositions should be accepted. After 
this vote is taken tbe officers of both 
sides should meet to fix a wage scale 
in the event either proposition is ac- 
cepted. If all propositions are re- 
jected tbe miners' officials shall notify 
the operators on or before May 16 
1904. 

It the officials of both aides are call- 
ed together to fix the wage scale they 
are authorized to settle the time and 
place of next year’s meeting. Fol- 
lowing are the three propositions sub- 
mitting by tbeoperators and in tbe ac- 
ceptance or rejection of any the min- 
ers are to vote. 

First. Tbe phraseology of last 
year’s agreement in everything ex- 
cept wage scale to be classed lor each 
class of labor, on a jeductlon of one- 
half the advance granted in last year's 
contract over that of tbe preceding 
year. 

Second. The phraseology of last 
yaar’s agreement in everything ex- 
cept wage scale. The wage scale 
shall be submitted tor arbitration to 
aboard composed of equal representa- 
tion of each side, said representatives of 
of each side to select a referee and the 
decision of a majority of the said board 
of arbitration on all questions at 
Issue shall be final and binding on 
both parties. 

Third. All questions affecting la- 
bor and conditions of work daring 
the year ending March 31, 1905. ex- 
clusive of the eight hoar day, as 
heretofore agreed to by the operators

For James Howard is Affirm- 
ed by Kentucky Court 
of Apceals. 

HOWARD’S STATEMENT. 

Frankfort, Ky., April 22.— The 
Court of Appeals to-day affirmed the 
life sentence of Jim Howard for the 
Goebel murder, Judges Burnam and 
O’Rear dissenting. 

The principal point discussed by 
Judge Settle, in the majority opinion, 
was as to the legality of excusing J. C. 
Alexander from the jury and the 
privy examination of Alexander after 
he had been accepted as a juror, the 
privy examination taking place with- 
out the presence of the defendant 
Howard, but with his consent. 

The majority opinion holds that 
the examination and excusing of 
Alexander were both legal. 

Judge O’Rear, In a short opinion, 
dissents from this view and con- 
tends that under the bill of rights 
anything done on the trial without 
the defendant being present, is ille- 
gal, even if the defendant does con- 
sent to Its being done. 

The following is part of Howard’s 
statement when Informed of the 
courts decision: 

“You know that I have already 
suffered Imprisonment for four years, 
yet I am not broken down in spirit 
or discouraged in the matter, because 
the consciousness of my Innocence 
has always made me confident that It 
would not be long beiore the truth 
would be fully shown, and when that 
is done, the public will realize how 
unjustly I have been made to suffer. 

“If I am guilty of this offense I 
ought to be punished, but If I am not, 
then the punishment that I have al- 
ready received has worked a great In- 
justice and hardship, not only upon 
me but upon my wife and little ones 
that are dependent solely upon my ef- 
forts for support. However, I do not 
want to seem to complain, because I 
believe that in the end justice will be 
done, and that some means will some- 
how or other be provided to carry my 
case to the Supreme Court of the 
United States. 

“I am not afraid to answer to the 
law for this charge at any and all 
times, and I think I demonstrated 
that fact, because when I was abso- 
lutely free and knew that the charge 
was made ag.ainst me and warrants 
out, and also knowing th.at if I saw 
proper to I could have avoided arrest 
yet I preferred at that time to come 
down voluntarily to Frankfort and 
give myself up, to become a prisoner in 
the jail to await my hearing, and 
to-day, knowing all the facts as I do, 
if I were released, I would act as 
1 did then, rather than to become a 
fugitive from justice, because 1 know 
that I am innocent, and I will not 
run under such circumstances, no mat- 
ter what the final result may be.”

Bryan Flays Parker and the 
New York Platform.

The 
upper fioorand joists — the lower rt >or 
had been replaced — were sawed in like 
manners and nailed with forged nai's 
The chimneys were remarkable als • 
they were massive structures, tabricat- * 
ed of many tons ut blue limestone, 
which must have come from miles 
distant, as there is no such stone in 
the neighborhood. Forty years ago 
Capt. T. J. Kirby, who owned this 
property, bad routed, weather boarded 
etc., and the present owner has razed 
it to give plrce to a more modern and 
convenient residence and nut because 1 
of its decay.
